Soldiers' Monument. 


The state of Illinpis has appropriated 


36,000 for a monument to its dead at 
Gettysburg. Fritz Tnebel has sent over 
from Italy a very fine design. It repre- 
sents a solid granite shaft. On one side 
is a life-size figure in bronze of an in- 
fantry soldier just aroused and coming 
into action with a bayonet charge. The 
expression on the face is one of eager ex- 
pectation and intense excitement. On 
the other side is a cavalryman sounding 
the charge through his trumpet. Over 
them and half-way up the shaft is a 
guardian angel with hands outstretched 
over each soldier. The top of the monu- 
ment represents a flame of fire. The 
work is one of great beauty and artistic 
excellence.

TIRED OF ILL HEALTH. 


Bettie Ward Finds Death, by 


Drowning In a Well. 


The body of a woman suicide arrived 


in Decatur Sunday morning and was 
taken to Walnut Grove cemetery, in 
Wheatland township, for banal. The 
body was that ot Miss Bettie Ward, aged 
37, daughter of Larkin Ward, who died 
in 1864, and niece of Hiram, John and 
Thomas Ward, of Wheatland township, 
and Cornelius Morris, of Decatur. Bettie 
had been making her home with her 
step-father, O. L. Kendall, who has a 
farm near Todd's Point, in Shelby coun- 
ty. She had been in very poor health for 
a number of years. Three years ago, 
while depressed, she tried to kill herself 
by cutting her throat. The gash inflicted 
with the razor healed. Saturday morning 
early she left the Kendall farm house 
and jumped into a stock well and was 
drowned in five feet of water. The well 
is fourteen feet deep and is covered with 
loose boards. The woman had simply re- 
moved one of the boards and had dropped 
into the well while the family were asleep. 
Mr. Kendall, in searching for his step- 
daughter, found her lifeless body in the 
well. The deceased was n native ot 
Wheatland township, and was personally

It bas been brought to the attention of th» 


Superintendent of Census that the City 
Council! and Boards of Trade of certain 
Western cltle* have appropriated nunit ol 
money to aid their census supervliora ID thf 
enumeration of the population. While U 
may be urged by some that each a proceed- 
Inn la legitimate, and merely intend*! to 
help the Government to obtain a fair and 
full enumeration, 1 am compeled to look 
upon It as an almost Irresistible temptatlou 
to fraud, and as consequently endangering 
an honest count of the people. If tolerated 
by this office It would have a tendency to 
briag the whole census Into disrepute. You 
are therefore positively Instructed uot to 
receive ttoysuoh compensationyourseJf, nor 
countenance for one Instant the payment of 
any sum of money whatever by munlc'pall- 
tles, corporation!, associations or persons 
to enumerators. Any supervisor of census 
who Is not content with the remuneration 
allowed by law (which is double the amount 
paid In IBM) should at once resign. The 
Eleventh Census must and shall be above- 
suspicion. To tolerate any action on tbo 
part of municipalities, associations, organi- 
zations or individuals, no matter how pow- 
erful they may be, which has for Us pur- 
pose the debauching, or which would even 
throw tlie slightest taint upon the truthful- 
ness of the returns would, In my opinion, be 
nothing short of a crime against the people 
of the United States. This whole matter, 
together with the facts in the possession of 
this oltloe, haa been laid before the honor- 
able Secretary of the Interior, and the ao- 
tlon of the Superintendent of Census in 
placing every legitimate obstacle at hi! 
command iu the way of the distribution of 
looal funds for this purpose meet! with the- 
Secretary's approval. 


The Suspended Tlmtwr-Land Batrlei in 


Colorado. 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—Reports from 


the special agents engaged in Investi- 
gating the suspended timber-land en- 
tries in California, are now being re- 
ceived daily at the Interior Department 
Owing to the severe storms which have 
prevailed during the past winter and 
late in the spring, the special agents 
were unable to go out and Inspect the 
lands. There are now about two thou, 
sand of these cases pending before the 
Department, 
including 
the 
entries 


made by Allard and others on the Red- 
wood timber lands in Ilumbolt County. 
These latter cases have been argued 
before the Secretary of the Interior, and 
his decision is pending. The majority 
of the other entries are located on the 
Redwood lands in Mendocino County, 
anil as soon as the special agent reports 
are received they are prepared for the 
action of the land Commissioner. 


In consequence of the value of the 


lands involved these cases are regarded 
as the most important now before the 
Department. 
The 
question of the 


proper construction to be placed upon 
the law of 1888, known as the Arid 
Land law, is still before the Attorney 
General, and pending his decision no 
action is taken upon entries made sub- 
sequent to the date of the passage ol 
the law, which can by any possibility 
como within the scope ol this law. 


The MoCalla Court-Martial. 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—The record 


of the McCalla court-martial has been 
received at the Navy Department, and 
Judge-Advocate-General Reray was busy 
yesterday making a full synopsis of the 
case for the consideration of tho Secre- 
tary ot the Navy, who will have final 
jurisdiction in the matter, unless the 
sentence is dismissal in which event 
the President alone can act. The result 
of the trial will not be known officially 
until the Secretary is prepared to pro- 
mulgate the action of the Department 
The impression prevails among naval 
officers, however, that the court found 
Commander McCalla guilty on several 
of the charges and sentenced him to 
suspension from duty and to be repri- 
manded by the Department 
It will be 


several days before the case will bo 
ready for the Secretary.

AUBURN. N. Y., May 11.—The habeas 


corpus writ in the case of Murderer 
William Kemmler, sentenced to death 
by electricity, issued by Judge Corlett, 
of Buffalo, on application of Charles S. 
Hatch, came up before Judge Under- 
wood here yesterday. By stipulation of 
counsel, Kemmler was not present. W. 
B. Cochrane, of New York, and Charles 
S. Hatch, of 
Buffalo, appeared for 


Kemmler. and Attorney-General Tabor 
represented the State and Warden Dur- 
ston, to whom the writ was Issued. The 
proceedings were very brief. The writ 
and answer of the Attorney General 
wore filed, and Mr. Cochrane stated 
that the point raised was whether the 
Court of Oyer and Termlner of Erie 
County had jurisdiction 
to pronounce 


the sentence Imposed. The particular 
point made la that the Legislature had 
not the constitutional power to take 
from the sheriff, who is a constitutional 
officer, his power to Inflict capital punish- 
ment, that having been one of his pow- 
ers from time immortal, and to confer 
those powers upon another not a consti- 
tutional officer. 
He said the contention 


was that such a course was unconstitu- 
tional. The object of the proceedings 
was not to delay the execution, but to 
submit in good faith the question to the 
courts. He was willing and hoped that 
the case could be disposed of speedily. 
By stipulation no argument was to bo 
made on either side, and it was agreed 
that Judge 
Underwood should entei 


judgment pro forma, denying the writ 
and remanding the prisoner to the 
custody of the warden, whioh was done. 
Mr. Cochrane also entered a demurer tc 
the answer of Warden Durston, and the 
demurer was over-ruled. Mr. Coohrane 
stated that the same course would be 
taken before the General Term, and il 
was expected that the case could he 
brought before the Court of Appeals foi 
argument in June.

o'clock last evening, in the midst of a 
most terrifiij cloudburst, this city was 
was struck by the worst tornado, boyond 
comparison, which has over been known 
hereabouts, 
ex<;optiiiR, 
perhaps, 
the 


Sbaron cyclone of just a month ago. 
The storm struck the southern part of 
the city and tore through tho Fifth, 
Fourth and Second wards, doing dam- 
ago wliiuh can not be estimated at this 
writing, but fully one hundred build- 
ings arc completely demolished. Hun- 
dreds inure are badly damaged, and a 
stretch two miles long is razed ot troes 
and buildings of all sorts. 
Tho full 


force of the tornado developed just west 
of Main street, following a northeast- 
erly course through tho Wolf Creek 
valloy. Tho houso of D. Greador, at 
Cross and Washington stroots, was un- 
roofed, and Mrs. liroador was slightly 
injured. 
Tho front of John Van Alts' 


house was torn otf and carried across 
the street, and John Heller's bouse, a 
few doors north, was almostdemolishod, 
as wore Joseph Biggere' and Louis 
Hhafflor'.shouses. JuliusRoepkoo's shop 
was turned around on its foundation, 
and tho .Sbaffler house was turned up- 
side down. 


At this point tremendous excitement 


was caused by the broken electric-light 
wires, which killed a horso and threat- 
ened to do serious damage to the by- 
standers. 


Passing along

Wheeler streets a down or more houses 
were more or less damaged, some being 
moved bodily from their foundations 
and 
others 
completely 
unroofed. 


Thomas Gilligan's house on Kling street 
was smashed in as if a tremendous 
weight had fallen upon it from above, 
Tony Mcnnett's house on Grant street 
was turned topsy-turvy and practically 
ruined. At Grnnt and Cross streets a 
portion of Louis Nauchbauer's house 
was blown to atoms. 


The wind struck Ciebhart Horrman's 


house. The family of nine persons had 
just sat down to supper. The tornado 
struck the house in all its fury and 
hurled the dining-room like a flying 
top, 
landing it fifty feet away. All the 


occupants wore more oi1 less bruised. 
Mr. Herrman was pinned down in the 
debris, and only the energy of despair 
when be smolt the burning odor of tho 
fire near him, enabled bim to extricate 
himself. Recovering, bo found bis lit- 
tle girl burning by tlie overturned stove, 
and before the flames could be extin^ 
guished 
she was frightfully burned 


about the back and limbs. Ills house is 
ruined beyond hopo of repair. 


Leaving tho Ilorrman llouso, tho hur- 


ricane then struck the Barkhardt brew- 
ery squarely, wrecking it utterly. 


The next building struck was the

was removed from its foundation and 
badly wrecked. 


Next to Sanford's place was John 


Miller's, which was damaged to the ex- 
tent of several hundred dollars. Th« 
new house of A. C. Miller was com- 
pletely obliterated and

Coup's residence was also torn rafter 
from rafter. 
Tho houses of Charles 


Augne, 1). S. Humphrey, II. H. Hem- 
minger, John Klingor, George Roussart, 
K. D. Chrisnian, C'. A. Host and others 
were wrecked and torn, but not demol- 
ished. 


At the corner of Hrown and Exchange 


streets 0. C. Baker's grocery was torn 
to pieces. 
His wife and daughters wero 


in the building at the time, but they 
made good their escape to tho cellar 
and wore saved; but Mr. Baker is miss- 
Ing and it is feared that ho is still in 
the ruins. 


E. S. Harrington's house was crushed 


in upon his four children, but all es- 
caped, 


Thomas Thompson's family heard the 


roar, which was like tho rushing ol 
mighty waters, and managed to reach 
the cellar before their house was lifted 
over their hpads and landed up-side- 
down many feet away.

"Run to the cellar; a cyclone is com- 
ing." 
She and her two children man- 


aged to reach tho cellar before the 
crash, but Mr. Irish was caught by a 
heavy 
timber 
and 
his spine was 


seriously injured. The house was com- 
pletely broken to pieces, not a timber 
remaining in place. 
Mr. Irish was 


probably fatally injured. 


Passing on, the storm demolished al- 


most as utterly the houses of Alvln 
Alexander and Mrs. Kate O'Connell; 
and in passing unroofed W. E. Frick's 
and Mrs. Jewell's residences. It ex- 
pended its 
force on Robert Watts' 


house, and Mrs. Eliza Baker's home, 
and passed into the opon beyond. 


The extent of tho tornado is at this 


time unexplored, and tho damage can 
not be stated. 


All descriptions of tho storm show 


that it was rotary in its motion, and 
this is shown by the skewing of tha 
buildings it struck and the twisting off 
of the big trees in its path. The track 
was between fifty and one hundred and 
Qlty feet wide, 


The Work of • Cyolon*. 


Minn., May 11.—A spa- 


tial to the Tribune from Burlington, 
la., says: Further information 
from 


the cyclone at Blythosdale confirms the 
first report as to the extenaivenesi of 
the storm. Mra. Jane Moore and Mrs.

With Death. 


Mra Mary A. Bartholomew, of 1062 


North Morgan street, wife of John W. 
Bartholomew, the Wabash locomotive 
engineer, died suddenly Sunday after- 
noon aoont 4 o'clock under distressing 
oircnstancee. The lady had been in her 
usual health and spirits and had taken 
dinner with her husband and children, 
with Miss Laura Turner as a guest. It 
was a pleasant day, and it was proposed 
that the family should visit the cemetery. 
An effort was made to get a double rig, 
so that four could go together, but only 
a buggy could be obtained. Mrs. Bar- 
tholomew and her son, Louis, went to 
the cemetery in the buggy and the hus- 
band and Miss Turner came to Lincoln 
Square in the street car and walked to 
Greenwood. When they got to the fam- 
ily lot the mother and her eon were there, 
and Mrs. Bartholomew had placed a 
bouquet of flowers on the grave of her 
youngest daughter, Jessie, aged 7 years, 
who died of diphtheria January 22 of tne 
present year. Mrs Bartholomew was 
deeply affected at the grave and it was 
noticed that she acted strangely She 
became suddenly weak and said as sh« 
sat upon the grass "I gness you had 
better take me home " She wad placed 
in the buggy nnd the husband got in 
with her to drive homa, Louis and MIBS 
Turner coming up town on foot, all 
greatly alarmed as to tho condition of 
the lady, wuo had previously experienced 
a similar attack, caused by heart trouble.

A wnter had said there were 
three kinds of conscience—the sore, the 
seared and the tender conscience. Per- 
sons with the sore conscience are always 
in a sorrowful state and their condition 
is really pitiable. 
They are not con- 


demned by the law of God nor by the 
concurrent experience of Christian peo- 
ple. Those with the seared conscience 
are insensible and wholly unaware of 
evil, and they are oblivions and uncon- 
scious of all surrounding them and go on 
doing evil. This is the condition of a 
large part of the human race. They are 
unfortunate in being regardless of warn- 
ings and of their obligations. 
A tender 


conscience is a pnceless blessing. We 
should pray for a conscience like the eye, 
which gives us spmtnal insight as well 
as spiritual observation. 
We should ask 


for a conscience as delicate as onr olfacto- 
nesthatwe may be sensitive to all ap- 
pearance of evil. We need not only have 
our conscience quickened bat also our 
judgment 
The Master intended our 


logical faculties to understand our obli- 
gations. These were impaired by the 
fall to be restored in Chnst, as our moral 
powers are to be recovered. Those who 
claim that our intellectual powers were 
not affected by the fall are mistaken and 
to the lack of faith in Ohnst is largely 
due the number of suicides m the land 
* * We should plead with Him nightly 
that we may nghtly understand the Holy 
Word, and that we may properly inter- 
pret our providential circumstances and 
surroundings. I believe that God has 
individual acqamtance with me, I have 
believed this all my life. There is no 
whole without its parts, no aggregate 
without its items and no circumstance 
without its details 
We must run our 


own race—not set a race before us and 
run that—not run somebody's else race. 
We must do onr individual duty 
We 


cannot shift the responsibility. Do what 
the Master tells you to do and leave the 
rest with Him Avail yourself of the very 
best facilities you have, do the best you 
can, and God will take care of you. Ask 
Him to show yon what to do and then do 
it. The closing portion of the discourse 
was a summing up of the heads of the 
sermon, and a strong appeal to all to seek 
the nght path and stay in it 


Rev. Sophie Gibb, of the Unwersalist 


church, at the morning service, spoke 
from the words, "Buy the truth and sell 
it not." It was an eloquent pleafor free- 
dom of thought and independent, fearless 
investigation of the philosophy of life, 
death and the hereafter. She said in all 
the earth there is no religion higher than 
truth, nothing more beautiful than truth. 
The recognition of truth develops the 
mind and unfolds the soul. It must be 
gamed by effort, it does not oouw to us 
in a miraculous manner; the idea that it 
does is the greatest error of the age, the 
discovery of truth must come by deep, 
earnest thinking and self sacrifice. 


An attractive musical and literary pro- 


gram was announced for Wednesday eve- 
ning, the topic for discussion being 
"Should capital punishment be abol- 
ished' '
